Bishop Whitaker School for Girls, 
you have read us quite a letter upon 
“inconsistency.” Had the facts been 
as you thought them the lecture would 
have been both proper and just, but 


as they were not it was most unjust. 


The facts are simply these: The soci- 
ety is composed of the senior class of 
the school. It numbers seven of the 
best girls of the State. Your ‘own 
Vienna Dollarhide is a sample. These 
girls, wishing to have a social evening 
and to make a little for class 
purposes, determined to hold a little 
fair and festival. This was approved 
by the entire faculty, and was under 
the supervision of the officers of the 
school. This entertainment was strict- 
ly 5 aud forthe school. Not a soul 
outside of the school was there. 

The girls began their entertainment 
abont seven o'clock in the evening 
and closed it sharply at nine. They, 
and they alone, constituted the buy- 
ers and the sellers. They had no 
grab bags, no flsh ponds, no oil paint - 
ings no fine embroideries, no laces. 
Above all things, there was no raffling, 
or anything which by any distortion 
could be made to resemble raffling. 
They had nothing that could be raf.- 
fled, if they had so desired. The ice 
cream was made at the school, by 
members of the school; this was sold 
at the exorbitant price of ten cents a 
dish. Many of the girls had made 
pretty little neckties and had donated 
them to the fair; these were sold at 
prices ranging from twenty-five to 
lifty cents. The “‘oil paintings” were 
pretty little Christmas and birthday 
cards which the girls themselves had 
painted. The dancing was done by 
the girls, the music being furnished 
by the girls. The total receipts, and 
they were clear profit, amounted to 
thirty-two dollars. 

When you know that there are 56 
scholars and five teachers belonging 
to the school, a simple arithmetical 
calculation will show you that each 
scholar spent about fifty two cents, 
four and thirty-six sixty-“‘oneths” of a 
mill, This certaioly is not running 
very high.” The whole entertain- 
ment was of the most simple and 
proper and unsostentatious character. 
Nothing could have been more unde- 
serving of criticism. The reporter of 
the Eventne Gazetre, knowing of 
the simplicity of the entertainment, 
and the exclusiveness of its character, 
being a true and whole-souled friend 
to the school, wrote the article, which 
called forth your article, in a pleasant 
spirit of banter, and we all took it as 
such, The success of this article, in 
the way of meriiment, recalls to ones 
mind the success of a similarly writ- 
ten one in Ie Nation in reference to 
Lieutenant Flipper. The article de- 
signed solely as pleasantry wus taken 
seriously, and called out many homi- 
lies in reply. As I am sure that you 
would not do auything intentionally 
to injure the school which is doing 
such « good work, and which is get- 
ting guch a firm foothold upon the es- 
teem of the parents of our State; as I 
am sure that your previous article has 
done us an injury, by putting usin a 
false light, I ask the publication of 
this.

RIDGE AFTER RIDGE

side there is a body of nice timber 8 
miles square on Lassen creek and lit- 
tle patches in other places separated 
by loug blanks.

It is the county seat of 
Lake county and lives on the patron- 
ageof the Court House and a small 
farming country around it, J. Ster- 
ens has a neat hotel, well kept.

Old settlers say it is perfectly as- 
tonishing to see the change in the 
last few years. Where all was open 
prairie now lie handsome fields with 
fine orchards and pleasant homes. 
Instead of hauling wheat and barley 
over the mountains from Surprise, 
they have immense tracts that raise it 
abundantly, and have all they need 
and some to sell. Farmerly the valley 
was supposed to be useful only for a 
cattle country; now it promises to be 
as fine a grain region as any in the 
north. There is au immense chance 
for development, as not one acre in 
halfa dozen is yet taken up. The 
taliroad will run on the east side of 
the lake and will give an immense 
impetus to farming.
